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The Falls of Inversnaid — immortalised by Words¬ 
worth — are situated near to the village of the same 
name, and are formed by the River Arklet falling 
down some rocky crags into the lake. Inversnaid, 
the home of the MacGregors, is the landing-place 
from the steamers for tourists visiting Loch 
Katrine and the Trossachs. There is a ferry across 
the lake at this point.
